One hundred thousand dollars on 
the streets, twenty thousand dollars 
on bridges and culverts, and twenty - 
seven thousand dollars on sanitation is 
the sum total of publio money spent 
in these respective departments of city 
government during the (suit four years. 
While we may have good results, it 
will strike tho average citizen that 
the expenditure of such a vast amount 
of money for the benefits we havo ob- 
tained was the most wanton extrava- 
gance. In the detriments alluded to 
much money has to be i)«nt every 
year, and there are few in which it 
could be spent to better advantage. 
Yet it will be generally believed 
that we have not secured |100,000 
worth of benefit. New streets cost 
oom]>aratively little, as the city has to 
pay for only the intersections. The 
average spent on nqiaira to old streets 
is therefore about $35,000 a year. 
And onr streets are never in good 
condition. One has only to drive over 
them to folly realixejhow disgracefully 
bad the are. Even the brick street has 
its defects, and despite the regard for j 
public thoroughfares which has result- 
ed in the expenditure of^$ 100,000 in 
four vears, the streets are torn up by 
various corporations, and no official : 
st**j»s taken to compel the lmttcr to 
place them in good condition. Manv 
of the streets are now disfigured by 
successive blocks of ridges left by tbe 
gas comjiaiiy in filling its trenches. It 
could be mode to place them in proper 
condition, bat is not. 

There is nothing to'ose for a criter- 
ion in estimating what should be re- 
quired to keep the streets In repair, 
it is true, but a contractor a few 
years ago offered to keep them all in 
good repair, and give a bond to do 
the same, for $10,000 year, or only 
$60,000 for five years, the oon tract 
not to be for less than five years. 
This was declined by the Republican 
council, because tbe latter thought 
tbe work oould be done cbeajier by j 
tne city. Yet the succeeding admin- 
istrations have spent double what the 
contract >r offeiel to do the work 
for. 

What the city needs for its streets is 
better gravel, and a modern method of 
putting it on. It is dumped onto the 
streets and spread by hand, instead of 
bad places being rebuilt and rolled, 
which would result in permanent ben- 
efit. We have a street roller, but it 
is never used.
